Tt is hardly 
nec«rfleary to say that no one has been 
found here in Maysville, where Jttdgo 
Cola ia best kaown, who belie vea that he 
haa baaa goilty of any "groes ofBolal mis- 
conduct." A prominent BapnbUflaa ia 
referring to tha raaolntion said : 

"I eaa't see what the Legislature is ap 
to. Judge Cole bss had the law on his 
side ia ayerythiag ha haa doaa at More- 
head." 

The Lexingtoa TvBBScript, referring to 
the matter, saya: "As to Jadge Cole 
baiBg gallty of aay mall^aaaBBa ia bla 

discharge of the dntiea of Jud^e, we do 
not believe it possibla. It is a well 
kaown fact that tba ottoara of a aoart of 
justice are almost powerless to execute 
the law unless supported by public aeati 
meat. A Judge can only preside in bis 
court and see that the jury baa the cases 
properly presented; but if the state of 
public sentiment is such tbat tbe jury 
refuses to Ind the proper ?erdict, the 
Jodge is powerless. If the Legislatare 
wante to give Rowan lawlessness a black 
eye, it should dirida tha county and at- 
tach portions of it to aaighboriag oona- 
ties. Tkia would divide the factions, so 
tbat any one of them would feel com- 
pella 1 to obey tba lawa." 

Representative Gooding, of this county, 
will offer an amendment to tbe resola- 
tion that tha lavaaitaatloB ba mada at 
Frankfort instead of Moreiiead. To a 
Courier Journal reporter, Mr. Uuoding 
said : **I aai aot tba ipartiaaa of Jndge 
Cole, nor am I ia any way aoaaaotad 
with tbe factioaal fights oflRowBB Ooaa- 
ty. I aa of the opinion that a fuller and 
a fairer hearing eoald be had should tbe 
committee discharge its obligation right 
bare (at Frankfort). I want Judge Cole 
to have aa impartial heariag, and if 
what has beea alleged against him fastis- 
tained, I want the world to know it."
